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President’s  Report. 


At  the  expiration  of  my  term  of  office  and  in  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  VI.  of  the 
By-Laws,  I  desire  to  give  some  account  of  my  steward¬ 
ship,  and,  in  the  language  of  our  By-Law,  of  the 
doings  of  the  Association  during  the  last  year. 

Our  financial  condition,  if  not  flourishing,  is,  at  least, 
no  worse  than  for  several  years  past.  The  balance 
of  $889.37  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  has  been  considerably  reduced 
and  now  only  amounts  to  $234.97,  but,  under  all 
the  circumstances  and  after  taking  into  account  the 
increase  of  work  done  during  the  year  in  and  about 
the  building,  and  the  decrease  in  the  rent  received 
from  the  Hall,  the  reduction  seems  not  an  unreasonable 
one.  The  wise  and  necessary  economy  of  our  pred¬ 
ecessors  has  been  maintained,  and  all  expenses  kept 
down  to  the  lowest  point  consistent  with  efficiency  in 
the  management  of  our  business  and  with  the  comfort 
of  our  patrons.  The  total  of  disbursements  for  the 
year  has  been  $1 3,274.89,  against  $13,284.26  for  the 
preceding  year,  a  decrease  of  just  about  ten  dollars. 

The  sum  of  $6,616.79  on  deposit  in  the  Savings 
Union  still  remains  intact.  The  interest  earned  by 
this  money  has  been,  as  always,  treated  as  a  portion  of 
the  regular  receipts  of  the  Association. 

The  building  is  in  good  condition,  and  under  the 
able  management  of  Mr.  Taylor,  Chairman  of  the 
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Property  Committee,  has  been  kept  fully  rented  at 
figures  well  up  to  the  average.  During  the  year 
the  walls  of  the  entrance  hall  and  stairway  have  been 
whitened  and  renovated,  a  work  which  greatly  needed 
to  be  done,  and  the  interior  appearance  of  the  build¬ 
ing  has  been  greatly  improved  thereby.  The  monthly 
rents  amount  to  about  $380,  which  is  about  the  same 
as  for  last  year.  The  rent  of  the  Hall,  as  I  have 
said,  had  to  be  reduced.  We  had  the  alternative  of 
taking  a  lower  rent  or  losing  a  permanent  tenant. 
We  preferred  the  former,  and  .the  Hall  still  remains 
occupied  by  the  Ward  collection  of  curiosities.  Our 
rents  now  constitute  a  good  portion  of  our  income, 
which  at  present  is  only  a  little  more  than  a  thousand 
dollars  a  month. 

Of  the  business  of  the  Library  proper  I  am  sorry 
that  I  cannot  make  a  more  encouraging  report.  The 
history  of  the  past  year  has  been  no  exception  to 
that  of  the  several  years  last  preceding.  The  decline 
in  prosperity  so  often  noted  by  former  presidents,  and 
so  deeply  deplored,  still  continues.  We  have  lost 
some  sixty-five  members  during  the  year,  and  our 
receipts  have  fallen  off  from  $14,173.63  (in  1882)  to 
$12,678.80  (in  1883) ;  about  a  thousand  dollars  of  this 
decrease  is  represented  by  shrinkage  of  monthly  dues. 

The  causes  of  this  declining  prosperity  have  been 
frequently  sought  for  and  explained  in  the  reports  of 
former  presidents,  and  especially  in  a  very  able  manner 
in  the  report  of  my  immediate  predecessor,  Mr. 
Molineux.  But  while  recognizing  these  general  causes, 
and  while  fully  convinced  of  their  effect,  I  cannot  but 
entertain  the  opinion  that  one  of  the  principal,  if  not 
indeed  the  principal  cause  of  our  decline,  lies  in  our 


remoteness  from  the  residence  por-t^pn  of  the  town. 
Among  our  main  supporters  and  patrons,  as  every  one 
knows,  are  the  wives  and  daughters  of  our  merchants 
and  business  men,  and  to  them  our  situation  seems 
distant  and  inaccessible.  No  one  ever  comes  to  us 
now  who,  invited  by  the  convenience  of  the  locality 
to  drop  in,  stays  to  become  interested,  and  is  induced 
by  the  attractions  of  the  Library  to  become  a  con¬ 
tributor  to  its  support.  Those  only  come  who  start 
out  on  a  special  errand;  and  of  our  lady  subscribers 
many  complain  of  the  distance,  and  would  go  else¬ 
where  if  they  could  get  anything  like  equal  accommoda¬ 
tions  nearer  to  their  homes.  And  this  leads  me  directly 
to  the  consideration  of  a  subject  which  has  been 
frequently  before  the  Board  of  Directors  during  the 
last  vear,  and  which  has  been  often  mentioned  in  notes 
of  warning  by  former  officers.  I  refer  to  the  removal 
of  the  Library  from  its  present  quarters.  It  seems  to 
me  clear  that  if  the  Library  is  to  continue  and  extend 
its  sphere  of  usefulness,  if  it  is  to  escape  death  from 
inanition,  it  must  place  itself  in  closer  proximity  to  its 
friends  and  supporters. 

But  this  change  is  not  so  easy  to  effect  as  one  might 
suppose  at  first  blush,  as  those  who  have  tried  it  very 
well  know.  The  only  plan  suggested,  so  far  as  I 
know,  until  this  year,  was  to  sell  our  present  building, 
buy  an  eligible  piece  of  ground  elsewhere  and  put  up 
a  building  ourselves  suitable  for  our  purposes.  But 
this  proposition,  involving  as  it  would  the  probable 
mortgaging  of  our  property,  elicited,  when  laid  before 
the  Association,  so  much  opposition,  and  such  a  conflict 
of  views  among  the  members,  that  it  was  abandoned 
as  impracticable  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  that 
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time ;  and  we,  profiting  by  the  experience  of  our 
predecessors,  did  not  feel  encouraged  to  renew  it.  But 
we  did  consider  the  following  plan,  which  I  submit  to 
the  Association  and  recommend  to  the  favorable  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  incoming  Board  :  We  would  keep 
our  present  building,  convert  it  into  stores  and  rent  it, 
and  make  an  arrangement  with  the  owner  of  some 
eligibly  situated  piece  of  property,  who  contemplated 
building,  to  put  up  a  building,  or  some  portion  of  it, 
for  us  and  adapted  specially  to  our  purposes.  This 
plan  is  not  impracticable  and  possesses  substantial 
advantages. 

We  are  informed  by  persons  in  the  business  that  the 
cost  of  converting  our  present  quarters  into  two  fine 
stores  would  not  exceed  $12,000,  and  probably  would 
fall  considerably  short  of  that  sum.  The  stores  would 
rent  at  say  $600  apiece,  and  an  arrangement  could  be 
made  with  the  proposed  tenants,  before  beginning- 
work,  for  them  to  advance  the  cost  of  the  change  and 
recoup  themselves  out  of  the  rents.  It  would  not  be 
difficult  to  find  a  person  who  would  be  willing  to  give 
especial  accommodations  and  to  provide  suitable 
*  quarters  for  a  desirable  and  permanent  tenant  such  as 
the  Library  would  be.  We  had  during  the  year  under 
informal  consideration  a  suggested  arrangement  of 
this  nature  with  the  owner  of  the  lot  on  the  northwest 
corner  of  Stockton  and  Post  streets,  and  if  the  plan 
could  have  been  carried  out  we  would  have  had  far 
more  spacious  and  commodious  quarters  than  we  have 
now  in  our  own  building.  The  lot  is  a  50-vara,  on  a 
corner,  and  our  idea  was  to  take  the  whole  of  the  first 
floor  (above  the  ground  floor),  with  an  entrance  and 
elevator  for  our  exclusive  use,  and  to  have  the  whole 
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interior  arrangement  made  to  suit  our  especial  require¬ 
ments.  Nothing  ever  came  of  this  informal  discussion 
but  we  have  little  doubt  a  satisfactory  arrangement 
might  be  made  with  the  owner  of  the  lot  in  question, 
if  he  ever  builds,  or  a  similar  arrangement  might 
be  made  with  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company 
in  respect  to  their  lot  on  the  southeast  corner  of 
Stockton  and  Geary  streets,  on  which  I  am  informed 
they  intend  to  build.  I  may  observe  here,  parenthet¬ 
ically,  that,  in  my  judgment,  neither  of  the  lots  that 
I  have  mentioned  is  the  most  eligible  that  could  be 
found  for  our  purposes  ;  and  I  would  recommend  the 
Library  in  the  selection  of  a  site  to  confine  itself 
within  the  area  bounded  by  Ellis  street  on  the  north, 
Powell  or  Mason  on  the  east,  Market  on  the  south, 
and  Taylor  street  on  the  west. 

The  important  question  of  rent  would  of  course 
remain  to  be  determined  ;  but  it  is  safe  to  say  that  it 
would  not,  in  any  event,  amount  to  nearly  as  much  as 
the  rents  from  our  building,  and  the  difference  would 
probably  exceed  our  present  rents  and  go  a  long  way 
towards  paying  most  of  our  fixed  charges,  such  as 
salaries,  gas,  water,  insurance  and  the  like.  The 
advantages  of  this  plan  are  obvious.  It  would  relieve 
the  Library  ot  the  necessity  of  making  financial 
arrangements,  which  are  alwavs  attended  with  consid-

erable  difficulty,  and  fraught  with  much  danger  to  an 
association  like  ours.  It  would  create  what  would  be 
in  the  nature  of  an  endowment  for  the  Library  and 
give  it  a  permanent  income  from  well  invested  money. 
And,  above  all,  it  would  secure  for  it  just  such  quarters 
as  it  desired  to  have  without  requiring  the  outlay  of 
more  than  a  small  sum  of  money. 
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Before  closing  my  report,  and  if  I  thought  it  would 
reach  the  body  of  our  citizens,  I  would  like  to  make 
some  sort  of  an  appeal  in  behalf  of  our  noble  institu¬ 
tion.  I  say  noble  advisedly,  for  the  mission  performed 
in  a  new  community  like  that  in  which  we  dwell,  by 
an  institution  like  our  Librarv  is  of  incalculable  benefit.

In  new  countries  the  harder  and  sterner  sides  of  man’s 
nature  are  apt  to  be  unduly  developed  at  the  expense 
of  the  more  humane  and  ennobling  qualities,  and  what¬ 
ever  tends  to  counteract  this  result  is  deserving  of  the 
moral  support  of  a  discriminating  public  opinion,  and 
of  the  material  aid  of  intelligent  citizens.  And  it 
would  be  sad  indeed  if,  in  an  enlightened  and  energetic 
community  like  this,  an  institution  with  the  civilizing, 
elevating  and  refining  influences  of  our  Library  should 
be  allowed  to  perish  for  lack  of  support. 

I  welcome  our  successors  to  the  performance  of  the 
duties  they  have  undertaken,  and  I  hope  they  may 
bring  as  earnest  a  desire,  and  that  they  may  have 
a  larger  measure  of  success  than  ourselves  in  the  work 
of  renewing  the  early  prosperity  of  the  Association. 

I  now  declare  the  newly  elected  Board  of  Trustees 
duly  installed,  and  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you

Librarian’s  Report. 


To  the  President ,  Board  of  Trustees ,  and  Members : 

In  obedience  to  your  By-Laws,  I  have  the  honor  to 
present  herewith  the  Report  of  my  charge  as  custodian 
of  the  Library  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  to-night.  It 
will  form  a  part  of  the  31st  Annual  Report  of  the  As¬ 
sociation,  and  will  deal,  principally,  with  statistics  and 
detail.  Conclusions  and  moral  I  will  leave  to  be  drawn 
by  others. 

It  would  be  a  pleasure  to  report  an  increase  of  mem¬ 
bership,  and  a  consequently  renewed  general  activity  ; 
but  the  contrary  is  true,  as  too  readily  appears  from  the 
figures  and  tables  I  have  to  offer.  I  have  to  report  a 
membership  less  than  that  of  one  year  ago — a  propor¬ 
tionately  smaller  income,  and,  resulting  therefrom,  a 
slight  decrease  in  all  the  functions  pertaining  to  the 
Library. 

The  total  number  of  persons  who  became  members 
of  the  Association,  the  past  year,  was  132,  one  of  whom 
joined  as  a  Life  Member.  The  total  present  member¬ 
ship  stands  as  follows  :

This  represents  a  net  loss  of  65  paying  members 
since  our  last  report. 
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BOOKS. 

In  regard  to  the  purchase  of  new  books,  during  the 
past  year,  it  can  merely  be  remarked  that  investments 
have  been  made  only  to  the  extent  warranted  by  the 
limited  funds  at  our  disposal.  This  has  kept  us  sup¬ 
plied  moderately  with  the  English-written  publications 
of  the  time.  It  has  neither  allowed  us  to  fill  deficien¬ 
cies,  nor  has  every  new  work  been  procured,  which  we 
would  deem  necessary  and  desirable. 

The  total  accessions  to  our  book  collection  for  the 
year  amount  to  1,386  volumes,  as  against  1,159  for 
1882.  The  number  of  volumes  acquired  by  purchase 
in  the  two  years  varies  but  by  a  few,  the  excess  in  the 
total  of  the  past  year  occurring  by  reason  of  a  lot  of 
some  400  volumes  of  public  documents,  obtained 
through  the  courtesy  of  the  Government,  to  aid  in  fill¬ 
ing1  some  of  our  deficient  sets.  The  amount  of  monev 
expended  for  books  exceeds,  a  trifle,  that  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  which  excess  was  applied,  principally,  in 
the  payment  of  accumulated  subscriptions  to  English 
Serials. 

In  addition  to  the  number  stated  above,  however, 
there  have  been  purchased  238  numbers  of  the  Franklin 
Square  Library,  which,  in  paper  covers,  have  been  ex¬ 
tensively  used  in  circulation,  and  have,  for  a  time,  well 
supplied  the  place  of  very  much  more  costly  editions. 
The  bound  work,  in  convenient  form,  however,  is  found 
to  be  almost  universally  preferred  by  our  readers  when 
it  can  be  obtained,  and,  as  these  light  issues  retain  a 
presentable  appearance  for  a  brief  time  only,  they  have 
not  been  counted  on  our  accession  list.  One  copy  of 
each  is  however  reserved,  and  these,  as  they  accumu¬ 
late,  arranged  in  volumes  of  a  half  dozen  each,  are 
eventually  bound  in  permanent  form  and  rated  as  books. 
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The  annual  increase  of  our  collection,  as  represented 
in  the  general  classification,  is  shown  in  the  following  :

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The  circulation  is  about  3,000  less  than  that  of  the 
previous  year.  Aside  from  natural  reasons  for  this, 
which  have  been  adduced  in  previous  reports,  and 
which  are,  perhaps,  still  as  applicable  now  as  ever,  it 
may  be  added  that  the  meagre  supply  of  popular  works, 
with  which  the  existing  demand  has  to  be  met,  has, 
doubtless,  some  weight  in  keeping  the  figures  so  low. 

The  experiment  of  mailing  to  our  members  monthly 
lists  of  the  new  books  received,  printed  on  postal  cards,, 
which  has  been  in  operation  some  eight  months,  has 
shown  an  undoubtedly  increased  demand  for  all  late 
works — but  it  has  also  shown,  much  to  our  discomfit¬ 
ure,  the  poverty  of  our  stock  to  meet  this  demand,  for 
it  is  the  exceotion  to  find  a  single  work  called  for  on 
the  card  at  hand  to  deliver  at  the  time.  However,  they 
serve  a  useful  purpose,  and,  if  preserved,  will  be  found 
a  great  convenience  for  some  future  reference.

BINDING. 

The  bills  for  binding  have  been  kept  within  the 
lowest  consistent  limit  throughout  the  whole  vear — the 
entire  number  of  volumes  bound  and  re-bound,  for  this 
period,  being  but  568,  nearly  300  less  than  in  1882, 
which  was  considered  a  closely  economical  year.  This 
work  has  been  done  at  a  cost  of  $491.45,  an  average 
of  86  cents  per  volume,  certainly  a  low  figure,  consid- 
ing  that  the  major  part  were  covered  in  half  morocco 
or  calf,  and,  of  these,  no  small  number  were  large,  and 
works  of  an  expensive  class.  While,  working  under  a 
strictly  economical  policy,  it  is  desirable  and  even  neces¬ 
sary  to  restrict  the  amount  of  material  for  the  binder 
to,  we  may  say,  the  lowest  possible  limit,  such  a  step 
is,  in  truth,  but  temporizing,  as  some  future  appropria¬ 
tions  will  have  to  make  good  the  inattention  of  to-day.

Our  newspaper  list,  with  a  few  unimportant  excep¬ 
tions,  has  been  continued  as  heretofore.  The  reason¬ 
ableness  of  the  rates  at  which  they  are  being  supplied 
has  induced  us  to  renew  the  subscriptions  through  the 
same  agents,  Messrs.  A.  H.  Roffe  &  Co.,  Boston,  thus 
enabling  us  to  maintain  our  list  in  its  extent  at  a  greatly 
reduced  outlay. 

The  usual  list  of  gifts,  and  acknowledgments  for  the 
same,  is  given  in  tabular  form,  in  the  Appendix. 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  note,  in  conclusion,  that 
during  the  year  the  Chess  Room,  hallways,  and  Library 
Room,  have  been  cleaned  and  whitened,  the  books  in 
all  the  rooms,  with  shelves,  have  all  been  removed, 
and  thoroughly  dusted  and  cleaned,  and  the  appearance 
and  condition  of  the  building  and  rooms,  in  general, 
have  been  cared  for  with  very  little  unusual  expenditure. 

The  experiment  of  keeping  the  Chess  and  Reading 
Rooms  open  until  io  p.  m.  instead  of  9  p.  m.  has  been 
on  trial  for  the  past  five  months.  From  constant  ob¬ 
servation  it  is  evident  that  scarcely  any  use  is  made  of 
these  rooms  after  9^2  p.  m.  By  adopting  this  as  the 
closing  hour,  I  conjecture  no  one  would  be  incon¬ 
venienced,  while  something  would  be  saved,  in  lights, 
by  the  Association.
